Cutcaco, Aug. 6.—The Cincinnati Commercial 
contains further particulars of the battle of the 
28th. About 2 o’clock, p.‘m., on Tuesday, sig- 
nal officers of the 15th corps reported to Gen. 
Logan that a column of infantry was issuing out 
of Atlanta, going southward, with the evident 
intention of attempting to,turn our right flank, 
Upon this announcement oar troops began to 
throw up works. We liad hardly time to com- 
plete the defences of rails, without a shovel full 
of earth, when the rebels rushed upon them with 
great impetuosity and drove our men in this way 
some distance. About noon the rebels evidently 
thought they had made a ‘circuit sufficient to 
bring them opon our flank, bat they were mis- 
taken and came in front of our .breastworks, and 
the woods were so dense that it is doubtful if 
they could have seen the extent of the works ; 
besides prisoners state that the leaders represen- 
ted to-them that we wefe retreating and need 
only be attacked with spirit to root us. The 
heaviest shock of assanlt was-felt on the 2ud and 
4th division, and for a time it was not certain 
that they would be able to hold the position. 
Finally. reinforcement of one regiment, judi- 
ciously distributed, determined the question, end 
the rebels. wete driven back with severe loss. 
They were, however, not te be thus easily dis- 


‘comfitted, . From noon until nearly night the fir- 


ing was incessant, swelling out into fierce roars 
as the rebels charged our lines, and dying away 
as they retired. During the afternoon the rebels 
made seven distinct charges, and two more after 
nightfall in the vain attempt to recover the hun- 
dreds of dead/and dying who had fallen near our 

‘All these useless, ;though they kept 
gradually moving to our right; 80 that each as- 
sault threatened more and more to swing round 
and flank us. Our forces were enough, and anly 
enough, to preventa disaster from this cause; 
During the day ‘the 4th corps captared five col}: 
ors and one thousand stand of arms. Our cen: 
tre.and left confined their operations entirely t 
making demonstrations to attract the attention 
from the right wing. The troops did not come 
to close quarters pd this part of\the line.

Terrible Railway Accident ip Canada. 


On the 28th Jane a train with is German 
emigrants went through the open draw bridge 
over the Richlieu River, between ‘Quebec and 
Montreal, killing about 200° of the: passengers. 
Blame would eppeer to attach to the engine dri- 
ver as\the proper signals ‘are said td have been 
given. The Globe gives the following descrip- 
tion of the scene after the accident j-— 


| 'The cars lie mostly a pile of fra nents crash- 

ed together, resting on the barge which was for- 
tunately passing throngh at the’ mdément of the 
accident. . Had the cars fallen into the open 
water, to the number of deaths canded by being 
crushed in the smashing of the caré must have 
been added a vast nainber of drowfied, All the 
barges in tow of the steamer had passed except 
two. Those on the barge actually passed through 
the bridge saw the traii coming, knew what 
must happen, and jamping on the barge behind 
saved their lives. The locomotive fies sabmerg- 
ed in the water out of sight.
